CANADIAN RECIPROCITY AND THE 
TARIFF ON BOOKS. 


THE scheme of reciprocity with Canada 
submitted by the President to Congress seems 
to contain few, if any, features which directly 
concern the business of book publishing. The 
publishing trade, though chiefly in its news- 
paper relations, may benefit somewhat from 
the placing of Canadian pulp on the free list, 


and paper manufacturers in turn should ob- 
tain some benefit from the Canadian conces- 
sion permitting free importation of print pa- 
per of the lower grades into Canada, Canada, 
as well as the United States, has a manufac- 
turing clause as a condition of domestic copy- 
right, though this is not fully effective in 
Canada because of the concurrence of im- 
perial copyright, which is not dependent upon 
manufacture, but upon first publication of 
reciprocity. 

The reciprocity proposal is sure, however, 
to reopen the whole tariff question and lead 
to important developments. What publishers 
need to emphasize is that to make the free 
importation of books possible, where there is 
competition as on non-copyright books, there 
should also be free material and general re- 
duction in the elements of cost. “The high 
cost of living” which is especially complained 
of in this country means high wages, though 
not really higher wages in purchasing power, 
so that the manufacturing industry is af- 
fected not only by direct enhancement of the 
cost of material, but by the indirect enhance- 
merit of labor elements of cost. Such condi- 
tions always make steps of tariff reform ex- 
tremely difficult, to friends as well as to foes 
of tariff reduction. 


— 


The reciprocity proposals which will prob- 
ably be received well throughout the coun- 
try are not without illustrations of this 
difficulty. Certain manufactured articles are 
admitted free or have a reduced rate ip 
Canada; but the Canadian patent law re- 
quires that to protect Canadian patents the 
articles shall be manufactured within Canada 
As a result Canadian manufacturers can ex- 
port patented articles into the United States. 
manufacturing for both markets, while manu- 
facturers within the United States must also 
manufacture separately for Canada at a Cana- 
dian factory. Thus reciprocity is not com- 
plete and fair without a waiver of this patent 
provision. When there is question of dealing 
with copyright and the manufacturing clause 
the difficulty in this respect will be a serious 
one. Either reciprocity will mean little, or it 
will mean some kind of waiver of the manu- 
facturing clause.

The building has been gone these ten 
or a dozen years, and although the shop was 
removed to other quarters it did not long sur- 
vive the old-fashioned structure in which it 
had prospered. To reach it one climbed a 
flight of squeaking stairs, and if one came at 
the right time of day the door opened to a 
push, while a bell tinkled hospitably. I won- 
der if Old Man Cooke is still alive—Old Man 
Cooke, who knew more about the antiquities 
of the town than all the rest of us put to- 
gether.

Her mother, Elizabeth Stuart, 
was eldest daughter of Moses Stuart, one of 
the bright lights of the college in the days 
when Andover was a main centre of intel- 
lectual and theological life in Massachusetts. 
Miss Phelps began to write when she was 
thirteen. Se was always thoughtful and all 
her books are written with moral purpose. 
After the death of a favorite brother she 
wrote “The Gates Ajar,” which preached a 
new gospel of immortality and was earnestly 


discussed when it appeared in many lan- 
guages. In 1888 Miss Phelps married Her- 
bert D. Ward, son of Dr. William Hayes 
Ward, of the New York Independent. He 


was then professor of Latin and Greek at 
Talilageda College. He adopted a literary ca- 
reer after his marriage. 

Mrs. Ward’s early works were: “The 
Gypsy Series” (4 vols.); “The Gates Ajar,” 
1868 ; “Men, Women and Ghosts,” 1869; “The 
Trotty Book,” 1869; “Hedged In,” 1870; “The 
Silent Partner,” 1871; “What to Wear,” 1873; 
“Trotty’s Wedding-Tour and Story Book,” 
1873; “Poetic Studies,” 1875; “The Story of 
Avis,” 1877; “Sealed Orders,” 1882: 
“Friends,” 1881; “Doctor Zay,” 1882; “Be- 
yond the Gates,” 1883; “Songs of the Silent 
World,” 1884: “Old Maids and Burglars in 
Paradise,” 1885; “The Madonna of the Tubs,” 
1886: “The Gates Between,” 1887; “Jack the 
Fisherman,” 1887, and “The Struggles for 
Immortality,” 18&8&o. 

After her marriage she collaborated with 
her husband on “A Lost Hero,” 1889; “Come 
Forth,” 1890; and “The Master of the Ma- 
gicians,” 1890.

JOHN LOCKWOOD KIPLING 


TouN Locxwoop Krptine, father of Rud- 
yard Kipling, died Sunday, January 29, at his 
home, The Gables. Isbury, near Salisbury. 
He was born in Pickering, England, in 1837. 
He was known here as an illustrator of his 
son’s books, and was by profession an archi- 
tectural sculptor. He came to this country in 
1893 as an official to the World’s Fair, and 
had made other visits here. He was a re- 
tired member of the Indian Educational Ser- 
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vice, and went to that country to instruct in 
the Bombay School of Art in 1865. After ten 
years at the Bombay School of Art, the es- 
tablishment of which marked the beginning of 
modern art education in India, Lockwood 
Kipling went to Lahore, where he founded 
the Mayo Art School, a monument of the 
Government to Lord Mayo. Later he was 
appointed to the mere notable position of Cura- 
tor of the Lahore Museum. In 1893 he re- 
signed his curatorship and returned to Eng- 
land, where he took up residence in the 
house in which he died. His wife died only 
a few weeks ago. She was also literary, and 
wrote “Verses of Mother and Daughter,” 
published by Doubleday, Page & Co. One of 
the most recent tasks was the illustration of 
Rudyard Kipling’s books. He made bas-re- 
liefs in clay, and these were photographed 
for reproduction as illustrations. He was the 
author of “Beast and Man in India,” which 
appeared twenty years ago, and is on the 
Macmillan list in this country. 


Dr. JAmMes A. Harrison, philologist, for 
fifteen years Professor of English and Ro- 
mance Languages in the University of Vir- 
ginia and one of the best known authors of 
the South, died at Charlottesville, Va., Jan- 
uary 21. He had filled successively chairs at 
Randolph-Macon College, Washington and 
Lee University, and the University of Vir- 
ginia, and was lecturer on Anglo-Saxon poe- 
try at Johns Hopkins. Among his published 
works are “Group of Poets and Their 
Haunts” (1874); “Spain in Profile” (1879) ; 
“Autrefois: a Collection of Creole Tales;” 
“Dictionary of Anglo-Saxon Poetry” (with 
W. M. Baskerville) ; and he performed noted 
editorial work on “Beowulf,” 1883; “Library 
of Anglo-Saxon Poetry,” 5 v., 1883; “Mme. 
de Sévigné’s Letters,” 1898; “Edgar Allan 
Poe’s Complete Works,” 17 v. (1902). He 
was also one of the editorial staff of the Cen- 
tury and Standard Dictionaries. Dr. Harri- 
son was born in Pass Christian, Miss., Au- 
gust, 21, 1848.

If you like eggs this way 
very much, publishers will supply you with 
the book in quantities, at wholesale rates. 

Do not eat the box. 

This book also makes an acceptable sub- 
stitute for a flatiron-stand. Ask your hard- 
ware dealer for it.
